' At an early perlo* in the English 
occupation of New York the colonists 
became ccquainted with the wonder- 
ful jiatuial channel of navigation that 
oxteiided through tUe present Oneida 
county, and which, with a short and 
'easy portage, connected the Mohawk 
river with the great lakes and the fer* 
ille regions of the west. 
| 
TCcar the commencement of the 


xdglUeeath century, plans were pro* 


: posed {or improving this route and 
lor fortifying the most important 
points upon It. The portage at Rome, 
from the Mohawk river to Wood 
creek, became a place of the first im- 
portance, and it was occupied as early 
as 1725; and a fortification known as 
-Tort Williams was built upon the 
Mohawk, and soon after another 
known »s Fort Bull was built upon 
Wood creek, both on the line between 
Albany and Oswego. 


On March,27, 1756. Fort Bull was 


surprised by a party of French and 
Indians, who had penetrated through 
an Interior route from La Presenta- 
tion (Ogdensburg) on the St. Law- 
.rence, by an exhausting march of flf~ 
teen days, two days of which they 
were out of provisions. 


The French and Indians were un- 


der command of M.&eLery, who left 
a journal of his expedition which Is 
complete in the details of the attack. 


They arrived at tbe carrying place 


about Ove o'clock In the morning, 
when the scouts captured two Eng- 
lishmen coming from the fort. Un- 
der threaU they stated that Fort Bull 
was garrisoned by sixty soldiers, un- 
der command qf Lieutenant Bull; 
that there waa a considerable quant 
ity of munitions of war and provl 
isions in the fort; that It was con 
stnicted of heavy pickets, fifteen tc 
eighteen feet abote ground, doublet 
inside to a man's height, and was 
nearly of the shape of a star; that i 
had no cannon, but a number of gren 
ades, which Colonel William Johnson 
had sent on intelligence being com 
municated to him by the Indians tha 
the French were marching toward the 
place; that fifteen bateaux were to 
leave in the evening for Oswego; an< 
that at the moment sleighs were ar 
riving with nine bateaux loads These
